The  Mechanics''  Institute  of 


[29th  March,  1845.] 


WHEREAS  an  Association  hath  been  formed  in  Preamble, 
the  City  of  Montreal,  in  this  Province,  by  di- 
vers persons  engaged  as  Mechanics  and  otherwise, 
resident  in  that  City  and  the  neighbourhood  thereof, 
under  the  name  of  The  Mechanics''  Institute  of  Mon- 
treal, for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Library  and  Read- 
ing Room,  and  of  organizing  a  system  of  instruction 
by  means  of  Lectures  and  Clashes,  for  the  use  and 
beaelit  of  those  who  are  or  may  hereatter  become 
members  of  the  said  Association  ;  And  M^hereas  the 
persons  hereinafter  named  Office-bearers  of  the  said. 
Association,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  members  thereof, 
have  by  their  Petition  to  the  Legislature,  represented 
that  the  said  Association  was  originally  founded  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  with 
the  object  of  aiFording  instruction  to  its  members  in 
the  principles  of  the  Arts,  and  in  the  various  branches 
of  Science  and  useful  knowledge,  necessary  or  ad- 
vantageous to  the  said  Associates  in  their  pursuits  in 
life ;  And  the  Petitioners  have  further  represented, 
that  the  benefits  derivable  from  the  said  Association^ 
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would  not  only  be  secured,  but  be  greatly  enhanced, 
by  the  incorporation  of  the  mem  here  thereof,  and 
have  prayed  that  they  may  be  so  incorporated  ;  And 
whereas  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
Petitioners,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  enactments 
hereinafter  made :  Be  it  therefore  enacted  bv  the 
Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Canada, 
constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the 
authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
irtituled.  An  Act  to  Re-unite  ike  Provinces  of  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  Government  of  Ca- 
nada, and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
.same.  That  John  Ostell,  Thomas  M'Gmn,  William 
■  Footner,  William  Telfer,  Charles  Garth,  Andrew 
_  Cowan,  George  Dickenson,  John  Fletcher,  William 
M.  Miln,  John  Lambert,  John  Hilton,  James  Morice, 
•  William  Watson,  Charles  Shrimpton,  Donald  M'Ne- 
van,  James  Turner,  John  George,  and  Joseph  Busby 
Bi'ondsdon,  with  all  such  other  persons  as  now  are, 
or,  being  duly  competent,  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
and  their  successors  forever,  shall  be  one  Body  Po- 
litic and  Corporate,  in  deed  and  in  name,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  The  Mechani^.s^  Institute  of 
Montreal,  and  shall  by  that  name  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  a  Common  Seal,  and  shall  have 
power,  from  time  to  time,  to  alter,  renew,  or  change 
such  Common  Seal  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  by  the 
same  name,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  here- 
after, be  able  and  capable  to  have,  take,  receive, 
purchase,  acquire,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy,  to  them 
and  their  successors  as  aforesaid,  to  and  for  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation,  any  messuages, 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  of  what  nature, 
kind  or  quality  soever,  situate,  lying  and  being  with- 
in this  Province,  not  exceeding  in  yearly  "Jue  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  currency, — and  also  to 
take,  receive,  purchase,  acquire,  have,  hold  and  pos- 
■sess,  (provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  a  like  sum  in 
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yearly  value)  to  and  for  the  same  uses  and  purposes, 
any  goods,  chattels,  gifts,  or  benefactions  whatsoever, 
—and  shall  and  may,  by  the  same  name,  be  able  Jj^i"|  JJJj^ 
and  capable  to  sue  ancl  be  sued,  implead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  ill 
Courts  of  Law  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  and 
singular  actions,  causes,  pleas,  suits,  matters  and  de- 
mands whatsoever,  in  as  large,  ample  and  beneficial 
A  manner  and  form  as  any  other  Body  Politic  and 
Corporate,  or  any  persons  able  and  capable  in  Law, 
may  or  can  sl  3,  implead,  or  answer,  or  be  sued,  im- 
pleaded, or  answered,  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  and  every 
«uit  or  suits  in  law,  which  may  hereafter  be  institu- 
ted against  the  said  Corporation,  service  of  Process 
at  the  residence  of  the  President  or  either  of  the  Se- 
cretaries, shall  be  sufficient  to  compel  the  said  Cor- 
poration to  appear  and  plead  to  such  suit  or  suits; 
any  law,  custom  or  usage  to  the  contrary  in  anywise 
notwithstanding. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  said  Corporation,  there  slTall 
be  elected,  by  the  Members  uf  ^.he  said  Cornoration, 
and  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Me 
sent  at  the  Special  or  Annnal  Meeting  •  jr 
provided  for,  the  lollowing  Officers — a  . 

First   Vice-president,  a    Second   Vicc-I 
Third   Vice-President,   a  Fourth  Vice- P. 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Seci;. 
Treasurer,  a  Librarinn,  and  a  Cabinet  Keeper,  afi  Ui. 
twelve  other  Members,  who,  together  with  the  Offi- 
cers hereinbefore  named,  shall  constitute  and  form 
the  General  Committee  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  General 
at  least  one  half  of  the  said  Goneral  Committee  shall  ^°'""""••• 
be   elected  from  among  the  operative   Mechanics 
then  Members  of  the  Corporation. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Annual  Meeting -Annual eie«- 
for  the  election  of  the  said  Officers  and  Members  to  "ers lii'*' 
compose  the  said   General   Committee  of  the  said  Members.

the  election  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secre- 
taries, a  Treasurer,  a  Librarian,  and  Cabinet  Keeper* 
and  twelve  of  the  Members,  who,  with  the  Officers 
aforesaid,   shall    constitute    and    form   the    General 
Committee  as  aforesaid,  and  the  election  so  made 
shall  be  as  valid  and  efFttotual  as  if  they  had  been 
made  on  such  first  Monday  in  November :  Provided 
always,  that  the  President,,   Vice-Presidents,  Secie- 
iii)o,i  oiFice  taries,   Treasurar,    Librarian  and   Cabinet  Keeper, 
until  ihe       .^vith  the  twelve  other  Members    aforesaid,   to  be 
uleirS-^"^  elected  at  any  general  election  of  Oflicers  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  not  enter 
upon  nor  act  in  the  discharge  of  their   respective 
offices,  until  the  Monday   next  ensuing  after  such 
general  election.

of  the  General  Committee,  at  least  fourteen  days

That  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  Governor,  or  person  administering  the 
Government  of  the  province  lor  the  tirae  being,  or  for 
any  or  either  Branches  of  the  Provincial  Parliament, 
from  time  to  lime,  to  require  from  the  said  Corpora- 
tion, or  from  the  General  Committee  thereof,  true 
statements  under  oath  (which  oath  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer)  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation  :  and 
a  statement  of  the  real  and  personal  Estate  held  and 
enjoyed  by  the  said  Coiporation,  shall  be  laid  before 
each  Branch  of  the  Piovincial  Legislature,  w.thin 
fifteen  days  after  the  opening  of  each  Session  thereof. 

XIIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  properly,  real 
and  personal,  now  held  by  the  Association  iiereby 
incorporated,  or  by  any  party  in  trust  for  them,  shall 
be  and  is  hereby  vested  in  the  said  Corporation, 
which  shall  be  responsible  for  all  debts  and  obliga- 
tions of  the  said  Association,  and  may  recover  and 
enforce  all  claims  and  obligations  in  favour  thereof. 

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Member  of  the 
said  Corporation,  shall,  in  his  private  or  natural  capa- 
city, be  liable  for  any  debt  or  obligation  contracted 
by  the  said  Corporal iun.

An  Act  to  alter  and  amend  the  Act  incorporating  the 
Mechanics'  institute  of  Montreal. 

[March,  I860.] 

WHKREAS  the  Mechanics'  Institute  of  Montreal,  P''^'^"'^*'*^' 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  constituted  as  such 
under  and  by  vuiue  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
this  Province,  passed  in  the  Eighth  year  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Reign,  and  intituled  "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  ^  ^'"^''  ^-  ^^ 
the  Mechanicft'  Institute  of  Montreal,"  have  by  their 
petition  in  that  behalf  prayed  fgr  certain  amend- 
ments in  the  Act  relating  to  the  said  Corporation,  and 
it  is  desirable  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  Peti- 
tion :  Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  As- 
sembly of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : —

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received,  unless  it  be  a  motion  to  adjourn,  to 
postpone  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  or 
to  amend  the  original  motion. 

5.  \  motion  to  adjourn,  which  shall  always 
be  in  order,  shall  be  decided   without  debate. 

6.  When  there  is  more  than  one  motion  in 
amendment  proposed,  each  of  them  shall  be 
taken  to  be  proposed  in  amendment  of  the  last 
preceding  one,  and  the  question  shall  be  taken 
on  each,  beginning  with  the  one  made  last. 

7.  No  discussion  of  a  political  or  religiou 
nature  shall  be  allowed* 

8.  No  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  a 
question  decided  shall  be  entertained,  unless 
notice  of  such  motion  shall  have  been  given  at 
the  meeting  previous  to  which  it  is  made,  ex- 
cept by  permission  of  the  President  and  of  the 
mover  or  seconder  of  the  original  motion. 

9.  No  member  of  the  General  Committee 
shall  retire  from  any  meeting  thereof,  without 
obtaining  the  permission  of  the  President.
